EDITORIAL 


SO the 1984 Soccer season has ended ... 
it last. There should be a monster sigh of 
lief spreading through the game. 
Without wishing to be branded “negative” 
et again, AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY is 
‘surely not out of place to call this just about 
he worst season the code has experienced 
in the past 25 years. 
On the debit side, the attendances at 
latches, both NSL and State League, were 
oeful. 
Fortunately this disaster was alleviated 
‘slightly in the closing weeks of the season 
hen the top five play-offs attracted quite 
good crowds. But Australian Soccer is in a 
ad way when it has to rely to such a large 
egree on the enthusiasm of Greek migrants 
o stay afloat. 
Crowds in Melbourne during the year were 
gularly bigger than those in Sydney and the 
least said about Brisbane and Adelaide the 
better. 


Newcastle and Wollongong, cities which in 


Canberra’s crowds, too, were below par. 
Crowds are dropping all over the world, of 
course, and in many different sports. But we 
ay be sure they will not drop in Italy this 
eason because, in that country, the fans are 
being given magnificent entertainment pro- 
ided by the world’s best players. 

Nobody expects Australia to follow suit — 
not without mortgaging the whole nation — 
but we feel crowds could be increased if 
administrators running the sport did not 
make so many basic blunders. 

For instance, the National League set-up 
this year was a dreadful concoction. 

There were far too many teams and the 
“conference” idea, including challenge 
matches, baffled the public. 

It is easy*@nough to blame the man who 
designed it but let us not forget his plan was 

cepted, without reservation, by the clubs. 

hey gave the green light to conference 
Soccer and must take the blame when it did

not work. 

Another blunder was the one-month break 
in the NSL programme to accommodate 
friendly fixtures against visiting international 
teams. 

That World Series gave the Socceroos 
valuable match practice but a heavy price 
was paid when it rudely interrupted the major 
competition and just about wrecked the NSL 
Cup. 

On top of this, the series probably had a 
hefty debit balance although we still await 
news on this from the Australian Soccer 
Federation. 

With so many things going wrong in 1984, 
let us hope the game has finally reached the 
bottom of the barrell and will start its steady 
recovery from this point. 

Yet 1984 did have its bright side. 

It saw the emergence of genuine talent 
among young Australians, with many filling 
key positions in the top teams in the NSL. 

Youngsters who were still learning the 
game in the 1981 and 1983 World Youth 
Championships have been transformed into 
outstanding senior players. 

Names like Peter Raskopoulos, Oscar 
Crino, Robbie Wheatley, Paul Kay, Grant Lee, 
Jim Patikas, Tony Dakos, Frank Farina, Ray 
Viietstra, Howard Tredinnick, Anthony Fran- 
ken and Joe Rizzotto spring to mind. 

Be sure there will be many more in the next 
few years — unless the ASF falls for that 
pathetic plea from some clubs to throw open 
the doors to imports. 

The days are gone when Australian Soccer 
had to rely on washed-up rejects from the UK 
and Europe to fill its first grade sides. There 
will always be room here for imports posses- 
sing real talent but the sport must never 
again permit the unrestricted import of play- 
ers wanting to pick up a few easy bucks here 
after their careers are over in their own 
country. 

Australia’s Soccer future rests in the cap- 
able hands of its young players, aided by 
intelligent and knowledgeable coaches. 

The young players’ chances of success 
would be dramatically improved if we had a 
good clear-out of elderly administrators — 
but that’s another story!

ABONYI SET TO 
BOUNCE BACK 


DESPITE his traumas of the last two years, former Socceroo 
Atti Abonyi is again keen to coach a club next year.

Australia’s second most 
capped player with 61 ap- 
pearances, Abonyi is “ 
ting on the bench” waiting 
for approaches. 

“T intend getting back in- 
to the game,” he said. 


“Tl wait and see what 
happens. If a club is in- 
terested I'm willing to talk 
but I'm not chasing any 
clubs.” 


The past two years in the 
coaching circle have been 
disappointing for Abonyi. 

“Last year I coached 
Canberra for the second 
half of the season,” the ex- 
World Cup striker said. 

“I prefer to coach a club 
for the whole year and build 
for the future. 


“This year it was disap- 
pointing leaving Sydney 


Croatia after only eight. 
weeks but I don’t bear any 
grudges against the club,” 
Abonyi added. 

Many close followers of 
the round-ball code were 
stunned when Abonyi was 
given the chop after only 
eight rounds. 

Abonyi was player-coach 
of Croatia in 1978-79 when 
they swept all opposition 
aside to win the NSW State 
League championship in 
succesive years. 


Abonyi retired from play- 
ing at the end of the 1979 
season but coached Melita 
Eagles to championship 
Success in 1980. 

He spent the following 
two years at the now de- 
funct Riverwood club. 


“T liked the set-up 
there,” he said. 

“Tt was a new club and in 
our first year we built for the 
future. In 1982 we lost the 
competition on goal differ- 
ence.” 

But what about his com- 
mitments with the national 
team? 

“Tl have to see what 
happens after the world 
tour,” Abonyi said. 

“T don’t know what Frank 
Arok has in mind. Eddie 
Thomson deserves to tour 
with the team. 

“T like to think I'm still 
involved.” 

Tt would be a crying 
shame if Abonyi’s coaching 
talents weren't utilised with 
a National League club 
next year.

DEAR Frank Arok, 

As national coach you have been outspoken 
about various players when asked why they are 
not in your squad. | have become increasingly 
distressed at your reported comments about 
me. 

Beginning at a Canberra Arrows VIP dinner In 
April, while | was playing for AEK in Athens, you 
publicly doubted my fighting spirit or commit- 
ment on the field. More recently your remarks 
as quoted in the Greek press were even more 
pointed. 

| want to set the record straight. About com- 
mitment to Australia, | have a greater dedication 
to the country than you have. | was born here, 
learned my Soccer here and will live here when | 
am no longer actively involved in the game. 

As for commitment to Soccer, I left a comfort- 
able and settled life In Melbourne, where | was a 
regular Socceroo, to come to Canberra to do a 
Sports Studies degree course. My BA in Sports 
Studies is for ploughing something back into 
Soccer. It is an attempt, at considerable person- 
al cost, to gain something that will outlast my 
football skills, but something that | can devote 
to the good of the game. 


You seem to doubt my dedication to Austra- 
tian Soccer by making out that | was turning my 
back on Australia by going to play as a full-time 
professional overseas. The opposite is true. 
Surely any player who is good enough to earna 
living as a full-time professional should be 
prepared to take his chances. My ambition was 
to improve myself as a player, and to be 
available for national selection. 

The most damaging aspect of your reported 
‘comments concerns my physical or moral cour- 
age. You imply that | am not tough enough 
when the going gets hard. Your comments are 
probably defamatory, and | have thought seri- 
ously about putting the matter in the hands of a 
solicitor. People tend to believe that sort of 
thing when it Is said by the national coach. 

Instead, | have decided to go public, and 
issue copies of this letter to some members of 
the Soccer press. The only result | want is that 
you stop making public prejudicial comment 
about my professional standing. 

I want you and others to judge me as a player 
and a man by what I do on and off the field. Your 
public comments can only come from a closed 
mind. People with closed minds should make a 
habit of keeping their mouths closed too.

TAMANDL LOOKS == 
BACK ON THE | 
GOLDEN ERA 


HE was born 48 years ago this month in Vienna and first 
came to our shores back in 1957 with the touring FK Austria 


team to play exhibi 


In 1959, this acrobatic 
goalscoring Austrian was 
to return and make Aus- 
tralia his home. 

He joined the now- 
defunct Prague and, with 
other Austrian internation- 
als, exploded onto the 
‘Australian Soccer scene, 
destroying all opponents 
with dazzling, electrifying 
Soccer, the likes of which 
had never been seen 
before. 

A “Brazilian” invasion 
launched from Austria. 

Walter Tamandl was a 
name that was to strike fear 
in the hearts of every goal- 
keeper in the country for 
the next eight years. 

But let’s go back a little. 

In 1958, two of 
Tamandl’s fellow Austrian 
internationals had decided 
they would like to make 
Australia their home and 
arrived to sign up with 
Prague. 

Their names? 

Mastermind of all midfiel- 
ders, Karl Jaros, and the 
deadliest of strikers, Leo 
Sabrina” Baumgartner. 

, from midfield, 
sould knock a ball up front 
to his striker’s request 

And Baumgartner? Any- 
where from 40 metres, he 
was in range of goal. 

Leo rifled in long-range 
rocket-hits on target from 
all angles. 


Golden era 


These were the artists 
who packed the grounds 
where fans were enter- 
tained by scintillating 
Soccer. 

Jaros and Baumgartner 
were to be reinforced by 
more magical Austrians 12 
months later. 

In 1959, Sydney saw the 
arrival of Walter Tamandl, 
accompanied by another 
two Austrian internationals, 
Andy Saghi, a lethal inside- 
forward, and Herbert 
Ninaus, a wizard left- 
winger. 

The Australian Soccer 
scene went crazy as it 


ition matches. 


heralded the “golden era.” 

Crowds of 20,000 to 
33,000 jammed into the 
Sydney Sports Ground or 
the Showground to be en- 
tertained by these super- 
skilled Austrians. 

In a matter of months, 
Prague formed a team of 
unbelievable players who 
delighted thousands of 
fans and destroyed the 
morale of all opponents. 

There were only two 
“foreigners,” meaning 
Aussies, in the team. 

Giant goalkeeper Ronnie 
Lord was one, a huge ath- 
lete who could hurl a ball 
from his goal-line some 60 

*res with deadly power 
.-ceuracy, and with a 
low trajectory. 

The other “foreigner” 
was left-back Kevin 
O'Neal. 

The defenders were Hi- 
ron, Shirwin and O'Neal. 

Midfielders were Les 
Scheinflug and Jaros. 

‘And up-front we had an 
exploding battery of FIVE 
strikers, firing power-laden 
shots at the target. 

Going across from the 
right were: Tony Schwartz, 
Tamandl, Baumgartner, 
Saghi and Ninaus. 

When I met Tamand! re- 
cently, it was our first meet- 
ing in 16 years, as the old 
Prague team eventually 
broke up and players went 
different ways. 

After retiring, Tamandl 
tried his luck at coaching 
with mixed success in Syd- 
ney, with Pan Hellenic and 
Apia, before eventually 
drifting north to Queens- 
land on the Gold Coast to 
live a life in semi- 
retirement. 

Walter had married Wen- 
dy, who was the first sec- 
retary of the ASF back in 
those days, and they live in 
Labrador with their three 
children, Andrew (16), 
Daniel (13) and the baby, 
Ernie (6). 

So I was surprised to 
meet Tamandl last week at 
a Sydney NSL club. 


Glowing with a rich 
Queensland tan and retain- 
ing his youthful good looks, 
he was quietly sitting in a 
corner with an old friend. 

I asked Walter if we 
could have a short chat 
about Soccer today com- 
pared with yester-year.

‘ASW: What struck you 
most when you first arrived 
in Australia? 

TAMANDL; I was hor- 
rified with the facilities, 
especially the very poor 
playing surfaces. As well, 
the overall standard was 
poor and Soccer was basi- 
cally a kick-and- 
run affair. 

ASW: Who were some of 
the stars in your day that 
you rated highly? 


TAMANDL: There were 
many really. Saghi, Ninaus, 
Mavropoulos, Dunai, Rod- 
riguez, Jelisovic, Campa- 
na, Giaccometti, Gauto, 
Lord and so on, There were 
too many to name them all 
now. But that’s what's 
wrong today. There are no 
stars 

ASW: What were some 
of the best matches you 
played in? 

TAMANDL: I would have 
to say all the three matches 
NSW played against Costa 
Rica. We won all three, 4-2, 
5-1 and 3-0. They played 
highly-skilled Soccer and 
the Sydney Sports Ground 
was packed. 

ASW: What's wrong with 
Australian Soccer today? 

TAMANDL: The coach- 
ing I feel is all wrong. We 
must develop our own style 
of Soccer, as now it is 
greatly influenced by the 
British style but there are 
no top-class British 
coaches here. 

The long ball is needed 
in Britain as the game is 
played often on very heavy 
surfaces, but ours are hard, 
fast and bumpy. 

T also feel that a great 
degree of dedication is mis- 
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‘No artists’ 


sing from most of our play- 
ers today. They have it 
quite easy and have many 
distractions that interfere 
with dedication, which is 
demanded in ‘a profes- 
sional. 

ASW: What made Soc- 
cer so great in your playing 
days in Australia? 


TAMANDL: The stars 
that existed then. The 
people rushed out every 
Sunday to see them and be 
excited by these same 
stars. They were stars be- 
cause they had enormous 
skill that pleased the 
crowds. 

ASW: What's Australian 
Soccer's future? 

TAMANDL (hesitating): 
I don’t know really. Players 
today have not got the high 
level of skills we had. Also, 
the inflow of migrants has 
slowed down, But basical- 
ly, the players today have 
to perform, It’s a must if 
they want crowds back 
Again I have to say that 
the level of coaching has to 
rise dramatically and im- 
mediately, 


ASW: Have you seen 
any NSL Soccer recently? 
TAMANDL: Yes I have. I 
saw Apia play a few days 
ago. In that game, I saw 
players shoot at goal from 
inside the box and miss the 
net by many metres. Many 
metres, not just by a small 
margin. How can that be so 
when they say they're seri- 
ous about Soccer? 

When I first arrived in 
Australia, believe me, Rug- 
by League was frightened 
of Soccer. 

There were artists, and 
Soccer is like a theatre 
which must have these ar- 
tists to perform, entertain, 
excite and please the 
people. 

No artists, no flavour and 
then you have no crowds. 

We regularly got on the 
front page of the daily 
newspapers. Not today 

ASW: What makes what 
you call an “artist?” 

TAMANDL; A good play- 
er IS an artist. He must not 
be the same as all the other 
players. He is an individual 
with an individual skill the 
others don't have. But to-

day everybody just knocks 
the long ball forward. 


Long ball Soccer is not 
good and doesn’t need 
skills. There is nothing to 
look forward to. 


ASW: What in your opin- 
ion is urgently required? 

TAMANDL: I would be 
sending some of our young 
coaches overseas to’ learn 
and update on techniques. 
Not necessarily to England, 
either 

Walter Tamandl moved 
in 1967 to Pan Hellenic as 
player-coach, taking over 
from Manny Poulakakis. 

The next year, under 
Tamandl's control, Pan 
Hellenic reached the NSW 
Grand Final against 
Hakoah with players such 
as Loukanidis, Westwater, 
Smith, Blitz, Karagiannis, 
Omeros, Patrinos and 
Johnson. 

ASW: Who were some of 
the young Australian play- 
ers you liked in those 
days? 

TAMANDL: There were 

a few real good ones 
Johnny Watkiss, Brian 
Smith, Johnny Warren, 
Gary Manuel, Larry Armit- 
age and Max Tolson. 

‘ASW: From Pan Hellenic 
where did you go? 


TAMANDL: I moved to 
Apia as coach and there 
we had some good players 
as well. Daye McQuire, 
young Terry Butler, Johnny 
Russell and we had nine- 
internationals like Stan Ac- 
kerly, Pat Hughes, George 
Keith, the two McKinnons 
and Georgie Blues. 

ASW: Do you feel that 
clubs with ethnic names 
have a negative effect on 
Soccer? 


TAMANDL: No, not at ail. 


In Austria, most clubs have 


English names and it’s no 
big deal or fuss. South 


thrived there for years. 
Same with Brazil, Colom- 
bia, Uruguay. 

ASW: Would you coach 
an NSL club today? 


TAMANDL: Maybe. 
That's something I would 
have to seriously think ab- 
out. At the moment I am 
coaching the Greek- 
sponsored club Brisbane 
Olympic in Queensland, 
but I still have my original 
house in Coogee. 1 don’t 
know about that last ques- 
tion, 

ASW: Are there any 

players in the NSL you 
like? 
* TAMANDL: Jim Patik: 
excites me. He is fast and 
and not afraid to go at 
people. He is also skilful 
but at the same time quick 
Terry Butler is a good play- 
er. He guides his team as 
does Peter Raskopoulos, 
who is a good passer of the 
ball and controls things 
from the middle, 


But for pure skills, 1 
would have to say Joe Wat- 
son. He has a lot going for 
him. 


Tamandl flew out of Syd- 
ney for Queensland two 
days later, leaving me with 
refreshed memories of the 
old days, the Golden Era of 
Australian Soccer. 

An era where the grand- 
stands were packed and 
Soccer was on the verge of 
toppling the opposition 
codes. 


Thanks for the 
memories, Walter 
Tamandi.
